Crimes of violence, such as forcible rape, murder,

In Five-Month Session

SACRAMENTO   More 
than fir* months of legisla­ 
tive activity has passed this 
year, with California repre­ 
sentatives in the senate and 
assembly still dragging their 
feet insofar as resolving ma­ 
jor issues is concerned.

In less than a month, the 
state begins a new fiscal 
year, which mandates a new 
budget.

So far, neither the budget 
nor the tax program to fi­ 
nance state operation for 
1967-68 have been adopted.

The legislature is con­ 
fronted with adoption of 
laws calling for expenditure 
of approximately $5 billion 
dollars, and a tax program 
which is designed to raise 
upwards of $1 billion. 

 fr -TV £
The budget and th<> tax 

program go hand in hand, 
although the budget is the 
first item to assure continu­ 
ity in meeting the state's 
obligations. The tax pro­ 
gram can wait for a time 
after July 1, and it probably 
will.

Generally, the tax pro­ 
gram is of more concern to 
the public than the budget, 
although the budget dictates 
the amount that must be 
raised in taxes. Thus, the 
tax program represents the 
hard cash citizens of the 
state will be required to pay

for the next year for gov­ 
ernment operation.

The pattern of budget 
adoption has been viitually 
the same for a good many 
years. That is, the legisla­ 
ture waits until the last min­ 
ute before enacting the doc­ 
ument. There is some rea­ 
son in this procedure.

Under present practice, 

special appropriation bills 
cannot be adopted until af­

ter the budget is out of the 
way, unless especially re­ 
quested by the governor. 
This is a device te keep 
down expenditures, and has 
been used effectively. This 
year, however, there is no 
limit on, the legislative ses­ 
sion, and if the legislature 
returns for extended meet­ 
ing after July 1, the dix>r is 
open for passage . of bills 
calling for. added appropria­ 
tions.

This situation may have 
been anticipated by the pro­ 
ponents of Proposition 1A 
last year, but it was not 
called to the attention of the 
public when the constitu­ 
tional amendment was 
passed removing the limit 
on the legislative sessions.

Consequently, about the 
only curb on special appro­ 
priation bills at the present

time is the good judgment 
of the assembly wayt and 
means and the senate fi­ 
nance committees, which 
will have to be depended 
upon to junk the unneces­ 
sary demands for funds over 
and above the budget

* * *
Regarding taxes, the prime 

item of concern to the peo­ 
ple who pay the bins, about 
the only certain thine at 
the present time is that they 
will be more , burdensome 
than ever before. The 
methods of raising tire 
money have not been cer­ 
tainly determined, and the 
public is left in a state of 
wonderment as to just how 
it will have to pay the bil­ 
lion dollars asked fur in­ 
creased government opera­ 
tions.

Some pf the proposed new 
taxes will be easy to collect, 
for the simple reason that 
only rates need to be raised, 
as on cigarettes, bank and 
corporation and sales taxes. 

However, ttw.big question 
now is whether tfte pubfyc 
will be saddled with another 
withholding tax, or whether 
a relatively few taxpayers in 
the higher brackets will be 
called upon to pay in install­ 
ments. When ,this problem 
is resolved, the people wfll 
know what they're up 
against and can make plans 

. to meet the added tax bite 
next year.

Perhaps a third of them 
lived in what is now the 
United States when the Eu­ 
ropeans got a foothold on 
the eastern seaboard. The 
Indians fought for then- 
land, as people will, and so 
got a bad reputation. In the 
early days of the republic, 
in the emigration to the 
Mississippi, the Indians were 
gradually compressed into 
reservations. But the pro- 
creative whites soon wanted 
these, and around 1820-30, 
began a series of transpor­ 
tations to the trans-Missis- 
sippi.

These were carried out 
with a heartless greed in­ 
volving the White House and 
the Congress and then* 
agents, and thousands of In­ 
dians died. About 1880 most 
Indians were subdued and 
in place on the reservations 
where their descendants live 
today.

They were the victims of

corrupt Indian agencies, 
flagrant poverty, and total 
indifference of whites to 
their condition and fate. In 
this century there has been 
a slight alleviation of theM? 
lot. but they are stm the 
most downtrodden ethnic 
community living in a plen­ 
tiful land.

The whole Indian story, 
indeed, is a scandal to the

people .and their govern­ 
ment.

What Indians need is more 
control over tribal affairs, 
particularly tribal assets, 
which are held in trust by 
the government. They need 
far better schools, and an 
opportunity to develop their 
racial potential.

They need better agricul­ 
tural development, reserva­ 
tion industries suitable to 
their skills, and the chance 
to produce a native technol­ 
ogy. The problem is not 
easy, or quickly solved, and 
it requires the education of 
the Congress.
